Compared with July of 
last year, the nuiubot of Amer- 
icans who approved of Reagan's 
Presidency this July want down 
from 63 to 37 per cent. 

The AP nows agency stresses 
that moat Americans are dissa- 
tisfied with tha administration's 
foreign policies. 

Discontent about the slate of 
the US-Soviet relations under 
President Reagan Is expressed 
by 46 per cent of Americans, 
compared with 27 par cent who 
support Ihe Incumbent In this 
Issue. Forty-five per cent desc- 
ribed the relations with Western 
Europe «s "less than satisfac- 
tory" as compared with 25 par 
cent who are content wtth this 
state of affairs. The poll also

MEANS 

INCREASED EFFICIENCY 

A svsiem, which aulomaUi-.ally 
monitors Ihe speed and nenuacy 
ol an operator's actions during 
his working day. has been de- 
vised by the Kharkov research 
Institute for Labour Hygiene and 
Occupational Disease, together 
with Leningrad experts, dealing 
with Ihe problem of man-machi- 
ne interaction. 

A continuous analysis of the 
operator’s work Is displayed by 
computer In a graphic formal, 
known as dispersion ellipsis. The 
size and 9hape of the ellipsis 
gives a clear idea of a man’s 
working ability. Maximum den- 
sity indicates a very high level 
of reliability, while an increase 
in size is b sign of tiredness: 
the operator has begun lo make 
mistakes and therefore needs to 
be replaced. The operator's ge- 
neral condition . Is at the same 
time printed out. 

The system facilitates Ihe 
adoption of optimal working 
routines. It also holds out pro- 
mise In career guidance, espe- 
cially (fi Ihe case of Industries 
employing; sophisticated toch- 
oology where human beings 
have to take quirk end respon- 
sible decisions .

First, l would like lo mention 
a few points which aro taken for 
granted In this country, prob- 
lems which have been solved. 
We have had 110 unemployment

open to all. Olrl-ago or disability 
lionslons are given ivlihnut any 
preliminary Insttilmoiilu inwards 
tho pension fund. 

I repeal, In this country we 
lake (hose benefits for granlcd. 
They have become tbo norm. 
Therefore, computing the 
changes which liuvv Liken place 
In our lives over, say, the pust

100 roubles per inuinhui of llie 
family, half llie population (ell 
Into this Income h racket hy 
1980; by ISlllS the figure will 
have risen lo 60 per ccnl nl the 
population. 

Wlial secures this growth! 
Mostly through regular Increases 
In pay. Over the past 15 years 
wages nnd salarlos have In- 
creased on average by 75 per 
cent In Ihe towns and 130 per 
cent among Ihe farmers. This 
tendency will ronllnue In Ihe 
Illh five-year plan period ol 
1981 -85. with wages and salaries 
In ihe towns Increasing by 14.5 
per cent, and by 20 per ceni In 
Ihe counlryside. 

However, Ihe Increase in pay 
In Itself does not mean rises In 
Ihe real Incomes. To achieve 
Ibis, Ihe prices ol goods and 
services should not "eal up" Ihe 
Increase In pay. and for lha mar- 
ket Itself lo meel the Increases 
lo monetary Incomes among Ibe 
population with material goods.

Some three or !%ui years ago, Leonid Filatov 
wag known a* an actor to those who managed 
to gel tickets to the Taganka Theatre, In Mos- 
cow. lie wna else known as the author ol witty, 
culling parodtc verse. This situation was lo re- 
main unchanged, even alter he had played one 
or two parts in the cinema. Then, all or n sudden, 
his popularity soared. 

A disintegrating plane crashing In Bamea to 
the ground, In the controversial movie, “The 
Craw", brought Filatov Immediate lame. His 
Skvortsov, a woman's man— handsome, cynical 
and flippant— (urns out to be a genuine hero, one 
ol those who risked their lives to savo the plane 
and lig passengers, A role that was calculated to 
bring success. Filatov had all the necessary at- 
tributes! tall, muscular, with bright-blue eyes 
shining Irom Ids tanned tace. This type of two 
Is Immediately popular with spectators, especi- 
ally woman. It (s to Filatov's credit (hal lie did 


not continue to take thin easy road to success. 
Instead he played In Ilya Averbach's illm, 'The 
Voice". In Ibis Him about a film he played the 
part of a movie director. I think that this role 
was very dose lo him. In the first place, because 
when he was young lie had dreamed about mak- 
ing films, and secondly, because he acted the 
pari of a man whose whole life and everything 
that Is In It Is exhausted by the word, cinema. 
Tills dlreclly corresponds to words once uttered 
by Filatov in an Interview— “The theatre and 
cinema are not a profession hut a way ol life". 

Filatov's best role, however, In which he 
showed a very high degree of mastery, was to 
be In his next movie, “The Young Rooks" vrhlch, 
like "The Voice" Is soon to be released. 

"The Young Rooks" Is a tragic stndy of the 
relationship bolweon two brothers: the eldesl Is 
a criminal by conviction, while the youngest one 
Is a man lacking In moral Hbre, weak-willed and 
spineless. Filatov provides a brilliant and strik- 
ing portrall of tho elder of the two brothers. 

Viktor Grach, as played by Filatov, loves Ills 
younger brother, Is ready to sacrifice his very 
life for him, wants to make him happy and to 
bring him up lo be "a real man". Yet, to bis way 
ol seeing things, a rest man Is someone to whom 
moral compunctions only exist in relation to 
those whom he loves. As for the rest, he cau do 
with them as ha pleases— rob them, kill them, 
or botray them. 

Dominating, strong, magnificent In his way, In- 
telligent, exuding an attractive magnetism, pos- 
sessing the gilt of an educator and preacher, but 
one who preaches evil— such Is the extraordin- 
ary and ambiguous character here created by 
Filatov. An Image distinguished by Us bright co- 
lourfulness and for Its fine psychological motiva- 
tion. 

After "The Crew", everyone was nuts about 
Filatov, more tor the type he personified though, 
than for his skills as an actor. Once “The Youug 
Rooks" appears on the screen he wui also be ap- 
preciated ai an actor and what Is more very 
highly appreciated— there can be no doubt about 
that.

IRRIGATION IN GUINEA-BISSAU 


Shortage of water Is one of 
tha aculcat problems hindering 
the development of agriculture 
lo tho Republic of Gulnea-Bls- 
lau. In the past, Western firms, 
concent rating their efforts on 
drilling and the construction of 
mall and shallow wells had 
tailed lo overcome the problem. 
Expert surveys, however, show- 
ed that the subterranean pantry 
in the republic contained plen- 
tiful supplies of water fit for 
'■jih drinking and irrigation, 
Having devised n wide-rang- 
ing programme for the consume- 
loo of Irrigation systems, the 
Guinean government asked the 


Soviet Union for help. With as- 
sistance from Soviet specialists 
and on the basts of Soviet-de- 
signed technology, more than 
50 wells have now been drilled 
In the republic to a total depth 
of more than seven thousand 
metres. Today, water from these 
wells Is channelled (o agricul- 
tural cooperatives, towns and 
other settlements. 

Guinea- Bissau has plana lo 
ilart rice- growing on paddles 
irrigated by subterranean wa- 
ters. It has been estimated that 
pach well will Irrigate more 
■ban 20 hectares of land.
